WERE CONSOLIDATED IN SINGLE PAPER IN ORDER TRANSMITTED 
BELOW, BUT NEUTRAL/NON-ALIGNED DESIRE THAT THEY BE 
NEGOTIATED AS INDIVIDUAL COMPONENTS BY SMALL, INFORMAL 
CONTACT GROUPS. NEUTRAL/NON-ALIGNED HAVE NOT PRODUCED 
NEW TEXTS FOR MEDITERRANEAN AND FURTHER FOLLOW-UP, WHICH 
THEY BELIEVE ARE PROCEEDING SATISFACTORILY ON BASIS OF 
EXISTING DOCUMENTS. TEXTS ARE INTENDED TO INCORPORATE 
LANGUAGE ON ASSESSMENT OF IMPLEMENTATION REVIEW. THERE 
IS NO NEW PAPER ON FACTURAL LANGUAGE, WHICH HAS ESSENTIALLY 
ALREADY BEEN DRAFTED, AND ON GENERAL POLITICAL CONCLUSIONS 
WHICH NEUTRAL/NON-ALIGNED BELEVE SHOULD 
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CONTINUE TO BE NEGOTIATED IN DG6 DRAFTING GROUP ON BASIS 
OF THEIR EARLIER PAPER, BM/65. WE WILL PROVIDE 
PRELIMINARY ANALYSIS SEPTEL. 

2. FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF NEW NEUTRAL/NON-ALIGNED PAPER: 

BEGIN TEXT 
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1 . DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 
THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
REVIEWED THE DEVELOPMENT OF RELATIONS AMONG THE PARTI- 
CITPATING STATES AND THEIR EFFORTS TO PROMOTE SECURITY AND 
COOPERATION IN EUROPE, WITHIN THE CONTEXT OF THE FOLLOWING 
TEN PRINCIPLES AS SET FORTH IN THE FINAL ACT: 

I. SOVEREIGN EQUALITY, RESPECT FOR THE RIFHTS 
INHERENT IN SOVEREIGNTY: 

II. REFRAINING FROM THE THREAT OR USE OF FORCE, 

III. INVIOLABILITY OF FRONTIERS: 

IV. TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF STATES: 

V. PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES; 

VI. NON-INTERVENTION IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS: 

VII. RESPECT FOR HUMAN RIGHS AND FUNDAMENTAL 
FREEDOMS INCLUDING THE FREEDOM OF THOUGHT, CONSCIENCE, 
RELIGION OR BELIEF; 

VIII. EQUAL RIGHTS AND SELF-DETERMINATION OF PEOPLES; 

IX. CO-OPERATION AMONG STATES; 

X. FULFILMENT INGOOD FAITH OF OBLIGATIONS UNDER 
INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

THEY STRESSED THE IMPORTTANCE OF THE DECLARATION ON 
PRINCIPLES WHICH HAS PROVED TO BE A VALUABLE CODE OF 
CONDUCT. RESPECT FOR, AND THE APPLICATION OF THE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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PRINCIPLES HAD, IN SOME CASES, ALREADY GIVEN 
ENCOURAGING RESULTS BUT, IN VIEW OF THE EXPERIENCE 
ACQUIRED, SHORTCOMINGS NOTED AND PROBLEMS FACED, IT WAS 
ALSO RECOGNIZED THAT IT IS INDISPENSABLE TO APPLY ALL 
THESE PRINCIPLES IN A MORE COMPREHENSIVE AND CONSISTENT 
MANNER. THUS, THE DECLARATION WILL SERVE THE PURPOSE 
OF BEING AN EFFECTIVE INSTRUMENT FOR PROMOTING MUTUAL 
RELATIONS BETWEEN THE PARTICIPATING STATES AND OVER- 
COMING THE CONFRONTATION STEMMING FROM THE CHARACTER OF 
THEIR PAST RELATIONS AND FOR MAKING CONTINUING AND LASTING 
THE PROCESS OF DETENTE. 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES CALL UPON ALL PARTIES 
CONCERNED TO INCREASE THEIR EFFORTS IN ORDER TO FIND 
PEACEFUL SOLUTIONS TO THE EXISTING DISPUETES. TO THIS 
END THEY SHOULD START OR RESUME MEANINGFUL AND CONSTRUCTIVE 
NEGOTIATIONS AND BRING THEM TO A SUCCESSFUL END IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE DECLARATION ON PRINCIPLES. 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES REMAIN DETERMINED TO BASE 
THEIR RELATIONS, EACH OF THEM WITH ALL OTHER PARTICIPATING 
SATES, ON THE STRICT COMPLIANCE WITH AND IMPLEMENTATION 
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OF THE TEN PRINCIPLES SET FORTH IN THE FINAL ACT, IN 
ALL FORMS AND ACTIVITIES OF THEIR RELATIONS AND 
IRRESPECTIVE OF THEIR POLITICAL, ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
SYSTEMS, THUS FURTHER CONTRIBUTING TO THE STRENGTHENING 
OF SECURITY AND PEACE AND TO THE DVELOPMENT OF 
COOPERATION IN EUROPE9 THEY ARE FURTHER DETERMINED TO 
CONDUCT THEIR RELATIONS WITH ALL OTHER STATES IN THE 
SPIRIT OF THESE PRINCIPLES. 


IN THIS CONNECTION AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS WAS ALSO 
CARRIED OUT ON FURTHER IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PROCISIONS 
OF THE FINAL ACT CONCERNING ' MATTERS RELATED TO GIVING 
EFFECT TO CERTAIN OF THE ABOVE PRINCIPLES' 1 AND CON- 
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SEQUENTLY THE PARTICIPATING STATES. 
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A/ REAFFIRM THEIR DETERMINATION TO RESPECT AND 
GIVE EFFECT TO REFRAINING FROM THE THREAT OR USE OF 
FORCE IN THEIR MUTUAL RELATIONS AND WITH ALL OTHER STATES; 
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B/ CONVOKE A MEETING OF EXPERTS, IN ACRRORDANCE WITH 
THE RELEVANT DECISION INCLUDED IN THE FINAL ACT, WHICH 
WILL PURSUE THE EXAMINATION AND ELABORATION OF A GENERALLY 
ACCEPTABLE METHOD FOR THE PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES 
AIMED AT COMPLEMENTING EXISTING METHODS, IN CONFORMITY 
WITH THE MANDATE CONTAINED IN THE FINAL ACT. TAKING NOTE 
WITH APPRECIATION OF A COMMUNICATION RECEIVED FROM THE 
GOVERNMENT OF SWITZERLAND TO THIS EFFECT, THEY HAVE 
DECIDED THAT THE MEETING WILL START ON 31ST OCTOBER 1978 
AT MONTREAUX. (THE PARTICIPATING STATES WILL SEND THEIR 
REPRESENTATIVES TO THIS MEETING, WHICH WILL TAKE PLACE 
WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK AND UNDER THE PROCEDURES OF THE 
FOLLOW UP TO THE CONFERENCE). 

2. MILITARY ASPECTS 
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THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES NOTED 
THAT THE CONFIDENCE BUILDING MEASURES HAD BEEN IMPLEMENTED 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE FINAL ACT. ALTHOUGH SOME DIFFERENCES 
IN THE MANNER AND DEGREE OF IMPLEMENTATION WERE OBSERVED. 
THE EXPERIENCE HAD SHOWN THAT THESE MEASURES, TO A CERTAIN 
EXTENT, HAD CONTRIBUTED TO STRENGTHENING CONFIDENCE. 

FURTHERMORE THEY CONSIDERED WAYS AND MEANS TO DEEPEN 
AND INTENSIFY THE IMPLEMENTATION AS WELL AS TO DEVELOP 
AND ENLARGE SUCH MEASURES. 

AS A RESULT THE PARTICIPATING STATE ADOPTED THE 
FOLLOWING: 

PRIOR NOTIFICATION OF SMALL SCALE MILITARY MANOEUVRES 
SHOULD BE DEVELOPED FURTHER. SMALLER SCALE MANOEUVRES 
WHEN CARRIED OUT CLOSE TO EACH OTHER IN TIME AND SPACE 
AND WHICH, TOGETHER, EXCEED A TOTAL OF 25,000 TROUPS WILL 
BE NOTIFIED EITHER AS A MAJOR MILITARY MAOEUVRE OR 
INDIVIDUALLY AS SMALLER SCALE MANUEUVRES. INFORMATION ON 
MANOEUVRES WILL ALSO INCLUDE NOTIFICATION OF THE TYPES 
AND NUMBERS OF THE PARTICIPATING MAJOR UNITS, E.G. BRIGADES 
AND/OR DIVISIONS, THE ESTIMATED STARTING AND FINISHING 
DATES OF THE MOVEMENTS OF THE FORCES INVOLVED AS WELL 
AS THE PERIOD OF ABSENCE FRM THEIR REGULAR DUTY STATIONS. 

OBSERVERS AT MILITARY MANOEUVRES SHOULDBE OFFERED 
THE BEST OPPORTUNITY OF ACQUIRING A GOOD OVERALL PICTURE 
OF THE MANOEUVRE AND OF OBSERVING ADEQUATELY ITS DEVELOP- 
MENT BY AMPLE AND CONTINUOUS INFORMATION. THEY SHOULD 
BE OFFERED REASONABLE FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT IN THE 
MANOEUVRE AREA, UNDER ESCORT, AND THE OPPORTUNITY TO 
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FOLLOW THE ACTIVITIES OF FIELD UNIS AS WELL AS COMMAND 
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STAFFS TAKING PART IN THE MANOEUVRE. THEY SHOLD BE 
GIVEN EQUAL TREATMENT. 

PRIOR NOTIFICATIN WILL BE GIVEN OF MAJOR MILITARY 
MOVEMENTS TAKING PLACE INTO OR WITHIN THE APPLICABLE 
AREA, AS DEFINED FOR PRIOR NOTIFICATION OF MAJOR MILITARY 
MANOEUVRES. WHEN NOTIFYING THEY WILL APPLY THE SAME 
PROVISIONS AS ADOPTED FOR MAJOR MILITARY MANOEUVRES WITH 
THE ADDITIONAL INFORMATION OF THE DIRECTION OF THE MOVE- 
MENTS AND THE PLACE OF DESTINATION. THEY UNDERSTAND THAT 
THE TERM "MAJOR MILITARY MOVEENT" IS ALSO APPLICABLE WHEN 
THE MOVEMENT TAKES PLACE IN PARTS, DIVIDED IN TIME AND/OR 
SPACE WHICH IN THE AGGREGATE EXCEED A TOTAL OF 25,000 
TROOPS, IF SUCH TROOPS ARE MOVING FOR A COORDINATED 
PURPOSE. 

APPROPRIATE, INCREASED OPENNESS REGARDING MILITARY 
MATTERS WOULD CONRIBUTE TO CONFIDENCE BUILDING AS WELL 
AS TO REDUCING AND ELIMINATING CAUSES OF MISUNDERSTANDING 
AND OVERREACTION. A AN INITIAL STEP THEY WILL PROMOTE 
OPENESS WITH REGARD TO THEIR MILITARY BUDGETS. THEY 
RECOGNIZE THE RELEVANCE AND VALUE OF ONGOING EFFORTS TO 
DEVELOP A SATISFACTORY INSTRUMENT FOR THE CONSISTENT 
AND COMPREHENSIVE MEASUREMENT AND REPORTING OF MILITARY 
EXPENDITURES BY STATES. 

THEY RECOGNIZE THAT THERE ARE STILL ADDITIONAL MEANS 
TO PROMOTE CONFIDENCE. IN PARTICULAR, FUTHER CONSIDER- 
TION WILL BE GIVEN TO THE QUESTION OF LIMITING MAJOR 
MILITARY MANOEUVRES TO A TOTAL NOT EXCEEDING 60,000 
TROOPS AS WELL AS TO PRIOR NOTIFICATION OF NAVAL 
MANOEUVRES AND OF SMALLER SCALE OR NAVAL MOVEMENTS NEAR 
THE TERRITORY OF OTHER PARTICIPATING STATES. 
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THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
EXPRESSED THE VIEW THAT IT IS OF THE UTMOST IMPORTANCE 
AND URGENCY FOR ALL PARTICIPATING STATES, EACH OF THEM 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PLACE AND ROLE THEY HAVE IN THIS 
PROCESS, TO TAKE EFFECTIVE STEPS TOWARD HALTING THE ARMS 
RACE AND TO PURSUE ONGOING EFFORTS IN NEGOTIATING FORA 
RELATED TO ARMS LIMITATION AND DISARAMENT. IMMEDIATE 
STEPS TOWARDS THESE OBJECTIVES SHOULD BE TAKEN ALSO ON 
A REGIONAL BASIS, IN PARTICULAR IN EUROPE, WHERE MAJOR 
MILITARY POTENTIALS ARE CONCENTRATED. 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES THEREFORE DECLARE THEIR 
RESOLVE TO ENCOURAGE WORLD-WIDE DISARMAMENT MEASUES 
BOTH IN THE UNITED NATIONS AND IN OTHER DISARMANENT 
FORA, AND TO GIVE THEIR FULL SUPPORT TO THE SPECIAL 
SESSION OF THE UNITED NATIONS GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON 
DISARMAMENT, TO BE HELD IN 1978, IN ORDER THAT IT MAY 
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LEAD TO POSITIVE RESULTS AND CONSTITUTE THE BEGINNING 
OF GENUINE PROCESS OF DISARMAMENT. THEY TRANSMIT TO 
THE FORA INDICATED ABOVE THE SENSE OF URGENCY FELT BY 
THE BELGADE MEETING CONCERNING THE NEED TO ACHIEVE 
PROGRESS IN THE FIELD OF ARMS LIITATION AND DISARMAMENT. 

3. CO-OPEATION IN THE FIELD OF ECONOMICS, OF SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY AND OF THE ENVIRONMENT 

THE REPRESENTATIEVES OF THE PARTICIPATING 
STATES NOTED THAT IN MANY FIELDS THE BEGIN UNDERLINE GENERAL 
ECONOMIC SITUATION END UNDERLINE HAD NOT FAVOURED THE 
EFFORTS TO IMPLEMENT THE ECONOMIC PROVISIONS OF 
THE FINAL ACT. 
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THEY THUS CONSIDERED HAT THE DEVELOPMENT OF THEIR 
MUTUAL TRADE AND INDUSTRIAL CO-OPERATION,AS WELL AS THE 
REALISATION OF PROIECTS OF COMMON INTERST, IN SPITE OF 
PROGRESS ACHIEVED, HAD BEEN HAMPERED BY STILL EXISTING 
OBSTACLES OF ALL KINDS AND DID NOT REFLECT THE FULL 
POTENTIAL OF THEIR ECONOMIES. 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES EXPRESS THEIR INTENTION 
TO INTENSIFY THEIR EFFORTS WITH A VIEW TO ENSUREING A 
DYNAMIC DEVELOPMENT OF BEGIN UNDERLINE TRADE END 
UNDERLINE AND THE DIVERSIFICATION OF ITS STRUCTURE. 
TAKING INTO CONSIDERATIONTHE VARYING DEGREE OF PROGRESS 
ACHIEVE, THEY WILL ENDEAVOUR TO ACCELERATE THE PROCESS 
OF REDUCTION OR PROGRESSIVE ELIMINATION OF ALL KINDS OF 
OBSTACLES AND, TO THIS END, INTENSIFY THE MULTIATERAL 
WORK GOING ON IN THIS FIELD INCLUDING THAT IN THE ECE. 

THEY WILL ALSO SEEK NOT TO INTRODUCE ANY KIND OF NEW 
OBSTACLES. 
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THEY FURTHERMORE EXPRESS THEIR READINESS TO EXAMINE 
ALL POSSIBLE MEASURES TO FACILITATE INTERNATIONAL TRADE 
IN MEDICAL DRUGS AND INSTRUMENTS. 

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES NOTED 
THE IMPOROVEMENT IN THE AVAILABILITY OF ECONOMIC AND 
COMMERCIAL INFORMATION, BUT ALSO WITH REGARD TO BUSINESS 
CONTACTS AND FACILITIES, AND ACKNOWLEDGED THE NEED FOR 
FURTHER EFFORTS IN THESE FIELDS (SIC). 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES DECLARE THEIR READINESS TO 
MAKE FURTHER EFFORTS AIMED AT WIDER PARTICIPATION OF 
SMALL AND MEDIUM-SIZED FIRMS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRIAL 
CO-OPERATION. THEY ALSO INTEND TO PROVIDE FOR GREATER 
PARTICIPATION OF TRADING FIRMS IN THEIR MUTUAL TRADE, 

THE FURTHER REDUCTION OF OBSTACLES TO BUSINESS TRAVEL, 

AND IMPROVEMENT, WHERE NECESSARY, OF TELECOMMUNICATION 
AND POSTAL SERVICES. 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES, WHEN PUBLISHING ECONOMIC 
AND COMMERCIAL INFORMATION REFLECTING ECONOMIC DEVELOP- 
MENTS, WILL ENDEAVOUR TO USE A NOMENCLATURE WHICH 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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ENSURES CONTINUITY IN THE MONITORING OF CHANGES. THEY 
CONSIDER THAT STATISTICAL INFORMATION SHOULD PERMIT 
COMPARABILITY, BE AS SPECIFIC AS POSSIBLE, SUPPLEMENTED 
BY CORRESPONDING DATA IN ABSOLUTE TERMS, AND BE 
AVAILABLE AS WUICKLY AS POSSIBLE. THEY AFFIRM THEIR 
WILLINGNESS TO MAKE THE NECESSARY EFFORTS TO COMPLETE 
AS SOON AS POSSIBLE THE WORK UNDERTAKEN WITHIN THE ECE 
ON THE HARMONIZATION OF STATISTICAL NOMENCLATURES, IN 
PARTICULAR ON THE COMPLETION OF THE CNVERSION DEY. 

THEY RECONIZE THE USEFULNESS OF MAKING ECONOMIC AND 
COMMERCIAL INFORMATION EXISTING IN OTHER PARTICIPATING 
STATES MORE READILY AVAILABLE TO BUSINESS CIRCLE IN 
THEIR COUNTRIES AND OF ENCOURAGING NATIONAL CHAMBERS OF 
COMMERCE, PUBLIC TRADE PROMOTION OFFICES, FIRMS, AND 
BUSINESSMEN TO INCREASE THEIR ACTIVITIES IN THIS FIELD. 

NOTING THE WORK DONE IN THE FIELD OF MARKETING, 

INTER ALIA IN THE ECE, THEY CONSIDER IT DESIRABLE TO 
ENCOURAGE PUBLICITY CAMPAIGNS BY EXPORTERS AIMED 
DIRECTLY AT CONSUMERS OF EXPORTED GOODS. 

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
EXPRESSED THEIR AWARENESS THAT BEGIN UNDERLINE 
INDUSTRIAL CO-OPERATION END UNDERLINE PLAYS AN 
INCREASINGLY IMPORTANT ROLE IN THEIR ECONOMIC, 
TECHNOLOGICAL AND SCIENTIFIC RELATIONS. IT IS 
CONSIDERED DESIRABLE TO IDENTIFY NEW FORMS OF 
CO-OPERATION, INCLUDING SUCH AS MAY BE SUITABLE 
FOR JOINT ACTIVITIES IN THIRD MARKETS, TO CONTRIBUTE 
FURTHER TO THE SIMPLIFICATION OF THE PROCEDURES AND 
TECHNIQUES OF NEGOTIATION F INDUSTRIAL CO-PERATION 
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AGREEMENTS, AND TO INTENSIFY THE EXCHANGE OF ALL KINDS 
ON INFORMATION IN THIS FIELD. THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
WILL FURTHERMORE SEEK TO FIND CONCRETE WAYS AND MEANS 
TO REACH THESE OBJECTIVES. WITH THIS IN MIND, THEY 
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WILL SUPPORT A STUDY IN THE ECE ON THE FEASIBILITY OF 
A CENTER FOR INDUSTRIAL CO-OPERATION. 

THEY WILL ALSO ENCOURAGE WORK IN THE ECE TOWARDS 
THE ELABORATION OF A PROCEDURE FOR THE INITIATION OF 
BEGIN UNDERLINE PROJECTS OF COMMON INTEREST END UNDERLINE 
AND JOINT PROJECTS IN THE FIELD OF SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY. 
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IN VIEW OF THE VITAL ROLE OF BEGIN 
UNDERLINE ENERGY END UNDERLINE IN ECONOMIC ACTIVITY, 
THE PARTICIPATING STATES RECOGNIZE THE NEED FOR 
INCREASED LONG-TERM MUTUAL CO-OPERATION IN THIS FIELD 
IN ORDER TO ENSURE A SECURE AND BETTER SUPPLY OF ENERGY. 
TO THIS END, THEY DECLARE THEIR READINESS TO HOLD AS 
SOON AS POSSIBLE, WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF THE ECE, 
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EXPERT MEETINGS WITH THE TASK TO ELABORATE BY MEANS OF 
DETAILED EXCHANGES OF INFORMATION AND VIEWS AN ENERGY 
BALANCE FOR EUROPE, AND TO FORMULATE ON THIS BASIS 
PROPOSALS FOR THE POSSIBLE AREAS AND FORMS OF FUTURE 
CO-OPERATION IN THE FIELD OF ENERGY. 

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
EXPRESSED SATISFACTION WITH A NUMBER OF POSITIVE DEVELOP 
MENTS IN THE FIELD OF BEGIN UNDERLINE SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY, END UNDERLINE WHILE THE NEED IS RECOGNIZED 
FOR A CONTINUED INCREASE IN CO-OPERATION AT THE BILATERAL 
AND MULTILATERAL LEVELS AND IN ALL KINDS OF CONTACTS 
BETWEEN SCIENTISTS AND SPECIALISTS. THE PARTICIPATING 
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STATES ARE READY TO ENCOURAGE MORE ADVANCED FORMS OF 
CO-OPERATION AND ATTACH PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE TO 
THE QUESTION CONCERNING THE STYDY AND TRANSFER OF THE 
ACHIEVEMENTS OF CONTEMPORARY SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY. 
THEY FURTHERMORE WILL ENCOURAGE CO-OPERATION AMONG 
RELEVANT RESEARCH CENTRES AND SPECIALISTS IN THE FIELD 
OF AGRICULTURE. 

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
NOTED WITH CONCERN THE DEGRADATION OF THE BEGIN 
UNDERLINE ENVIRONMENT END UNDERLINE BUT EXPRESSED 
APPRECIATION WITH THE EFFORTS UNDERTAKEN AT DIFFERENT 
LEVELS, IN PARTICULAR IN THE ECE, AND REAFFIRMED 
THE WILL OF TTHEIR STATES TO PRESS ON WITH THIS WORK. 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES CONSIDER THAT THE CONVENING, 
WITHING THE FRAMEWORK OF THE ECE, OF A HIGH-LEVEL 
MEETING ON THE ENVIRONMENT COULD BE AN IMPORTANT 
CONTRIBUTION TO THE PROTECTION AND THE IMPROVEMENT 
OF THE ENVIRONMENT, AND EXPRESS THE HOPE THAT A 
DECISION TO CONVENE SUCH A MEETING WILL BE TAKEN BY 
THE 33RD SESSION OF THE ECE, ON THE BASIS OF ECE 
RESOLUTION 1 (XXXII) AND THE CONDITIONS SET FORTH 
THEREIN. 

WITH REGARD TO BEGIN UNDERLINE TRANSPORT, END 
UNDERLINE THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING 
STATES RECOOGNIZED THE RESULTS ACHIEVED IN A NUMBER 
OF TECHNICAL FIELDS BUT THEY CALLED FOR FURTHER 
PROGRESS TOWARDS INCREASED CO-OPERATION AS WELL AS 
MORE EQUITABLE PARTICIPATION IN INTERNATIONAL TRANSPORT. 
THE PARTICIPATING STATES DECLARE THEIR READINESS TO 
HOLD EXPERT MEETINGS WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK OF THE ECE 
AT WHICH THE POSSIBILITY OF AN ALL-EUROPEAN INLAND 
WATERWAY CONCEPT SHOULD BE EXAMINED BY MEANS OF AN 
EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION AND EXPERIENCE. 
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MOREOVER THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING 
STATES NOTED THE ECONOMIC AND OTHER BENEFITS ENSUING 
FROM STEADILY INCREASING BEGIN UNDERLINE TOURISM END 
UNDERLINE BETWEEN THEIR COUNTRIES. 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES ALSO RECOGNIZE THAT 
FURTHER CONCERTED EFFORTS ARE REQUIRED IN ORDER TO 
SOLVE THE PROBLEMS OF BEGIN UNDERLINE MIGRANT LABOUR. 
END UNDERLINE. TO THIS END, THEY RECOMMEND THAT THE 
HOST COUNTRIES AND THE COUNTRIES OF ORIGIN SHOULD 
STRENGTHEN THEIR EFFORTS TO IMPROVE, BY ALL APPRO- 
PRIATE MEANS, THE SITUATION OF MIGRANT WORKERS, 
INCLUDING THEIR ECONOMIC, SOCIAL, HUMAN AND OTHER 
RIGHTS, IN ALL AREAS COVERED BY THE PROVISIONS OF THE 
FINAL ACT CONCERNING MIGRANT LABOUR. AND ON THE BASIS 
OF EXISTING AGREEMENTS. 
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THEY EXPRESS THEIR INTENTION, WHEN CONCLUDING 
BILATERAL AGREEMENTS AND PROTOCOLS CONCERNING CO- 
OPERATION IN THE FIELD OF ECONOMICS, OF SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND OF ENVIRONMENT, TO FAVOUR THE USE OF 
WORDINGS WHICH WOULD FURTHER THE PRACTICAL 
APPLICATION OF THE RELEVANT TEXTS OF THE FINAL ACT. 
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THE PARTICIPATING STATES ALSO RECOGNIZE THE NEED 
TO TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THEIR DIFFERENT LEVELS OF DEVELOP- 
MENT AND THE INTEREST OF THOSE COUNTRIES AMONG THEM 
WHICH ARE DEVELOPING FROM THE ECONOMIC POINT OF 
VIEW. IN PARTICULAR, THEY STRESS THE NEED FOR 
FURTHER JOINT EFFORTS TOWARDS SOLVING THE PROBLEMS 
OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES THROUGHTOUT THE WORLD, AND 
EXPRESS THEIR READINESS TO CONTRIBUTE TO PROMOTING 
STABLE AND EQUITABLE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS 
THROUGHOUT THEIR DISCUSSIONS, THE REPRESENTATITIVES 
OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES RECOGNIZED THE VALUABLE 
WORK DONE BY THE ECE AS THE MAIN INSTRUMENT FOR MULTI- 
LATERAL IMPLEMENTATION OF THE RELEVANT PROVISIONS OF 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THE FINAL ACT, AND THEY CONSIDERED IT OF THE GREATEST 
IMPORTANCE TO CONTINUE THE WORK ALRADY INITIATED 
THERE. THEY DECLARED THE DETERMINATION OF THEIR STAES 
TO TAKE FURTHER STEPS TO INCREASE THEIR CO-OPERATION 
IN THE ECE IN FIELDS OF PARTICULAR INTEREST TO THEM, 

AND TO REINFORCE THE AUTHORITY OF THE ORGANIZATION. 

4. HUMAN CONTACTS 

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
NOTED WITH SATISFACTION THAT SOME PROGRESS HAD BEEN 
MADE IN THE FIELD OF HUMAN CONTACTS. TAKING INTO 
CONSIDERATION, HOWEVER, THE SHORTCOMINGS STILL 
EXISTING AND CONSCIOUS OF THEIR READINESS TO CONTINUE 
THE EXPANSION OF CO-OPERATION IN HUMANITARIAN FIELDS, 

AS PROVIDED IN THE FINAL ACT, THE PARTICIPATING 
STATES AGREED THAT FURTHER MEASURES WERE NEED TO 
FULLY IMPLEMENT ITS RELEVANT PROVISIONS, IN PARTICULAR 
BY 

- ENSURING THAT APPLICATIONSRELATING TO CONTACTS 
AND REGULAR MEETINS ON THE BASIS OF FAMILY TIES, 
REUNIFICATION OF FAMILIES, AND MARRIAGE BETWEEN 
CITIZENS OF DIFFERENT STATESWILL BE RESOLVED IN 
A POSITIVE AND HUMANITARIAN SPIRIT WITIN THE 
SHORTEST POSSIBLE TIME LIMITS: APPLICANTS AND 
THE MEMBERS OF THEIR FAMILIES WILL CONTINUE TO 
ENJOY THE SAME RIGHTS, CONCERNING INTER ALIA THEIR 
LEGAL, SOCIAL AND PROESSIONAL STATUS, AND TO BE 
SUBMITTED TO THE SAME OBLIGATIONS; 

- ENSURING ADEQUATE INFORMATION AS TO THE PROCEDURES 
TO BE FOLLOWED BY APPLICANTS IN THE ABOVE-MENTIONED 
FIELDS; 

- CONTINUING TO LOWER GRADUALLY THE FEES CHARGED 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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IN CONNECTION WITH APPLIATIONS AND OFFICIAL 
TRAVEL DOCUMENTS INCLUDING PASSPORTS, SO AS TO 
ENSURE THAT THEY ARE AT A MODERATE LEVEL IN 
RELATION TO THE AVERAGE INCOME IN THE RESPECTIVE 
PARTICIPATING STATES; 

- FURTHER FACILITATING WIDE TRAVEL BY THEIR 
CITIZENS FOR PERSONAL AND PROESSIONAL REASONS, 
THROUGH REDUCING REQUIREMENTS FOR TRAVEL DOCU- 
MENTS AS WELL AS EXIT - AND ENTRY-VISAS, WHERE 
THEY EXIST; 
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-STRESSING THE IMPORTANCE OF CONTACTS AMONG 
GOVERNMENTAL AND NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS, 
AS WELL AS AMONG YOUNG PEOPLE AND YOUTH 
ORGANIZATIONS, INTER ALIA THROUGH STUDY- VISITS, 
SEMINARS, SYMPOSIA CULTURAL AND OTHER MEETINGS: 
-FURTHER FACILITATING CONTACTS, MEETINGS, EXCHANGE 
OF AND FREER ACCESS TO INFORMATION AMONG RELIGIOUS 
FAITHS, INSTITUTIONS AND ORGANIZATIONS AND THEIR 
REPRESENTATIVES IN THE FIELD OF THEIR ACTIVITIES, 

IN ACCORDANCE WITH ALL THE POSSIBILITIES PROVIDED 
FOR IN THE FINAL ACT. 
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5. INFORMATION 

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
NOTED THAT THE IMPROVEMENT IN THE CIRCULATION OF, 
ACCESS TO AND EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION WAS STILL IN 
ITS INITIAL STAGE, AND THAT FURTHER EFFORTS WERE 
NECESSARY TO REACH THE FREER AND WIDER DISSEMINATION 
OF INFORMATION OF ALL KINDS CALLED FOR IN THE FINAL 
ACT, ESPECIALLY IN THE FIELD OF PRINTED INFORMATION. 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THEY EXPRESSED SATISFACTION AS TO THE DEGREE OF 
COOPERATION ATTAINED IN THE FIELD OF INTERMATION, 
ESPECIALLY BETWEEN RADIO AND TELEVISION ORGANISATIONS, 
AND EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT SUCH CO-OPEATION WILL 
ALSO BECOME MORE ACTIVE BETWEEN OTHER NEWS MEDIA AND 
THEIR JOURNALISTS. THEY NOTED SOME PROGRESS IN THE 
IMPROVEMENT OF WORKING CONDITIONS FOR JOURNALISTS, 

BUT FELT THAT THESE CONDITIONS STILL VARY, THUS CALLING 
FOR FURTHER EFFORTS. 

TO THIS END, THE PARTICIPATING STATES INTEND IN 
PARTICULAR: 

-TO FACILITATE FURTHER THE IMPRATATION, SALE AND 
SUBSCRIPTION OF NEWSPAPERS AND PERIODICALS BY 
MAKING FULL USE OF THE POSSIBILITIES CONTAINED 
IN THE FINAL ACT; 

- TO ENCOURAGE AND FACILITATE FURTHER BILATERAL AND 
MULTILATERAL CO-OPERATION AMONG PRESS AGENCIES; 

- TO SIMPLIFY FURTHER EXISTING REQUIREMENTS FOR 
ALL FOREIGN JOURNALISTS TO ENTER AND LEAVE, 

AS WELL AS TO STAY AND TRAVEL, WITH A PARTI 
CIPATING STATE, WITH THE DOCUMENTATION 
NECESSARY FOR THEIR WORR; 

-TO FACILITATE, IN ALL ASPECTS, THE WORK OF 
FOREIGN JOURNALISTS CARRIED OUT IN LINE WITH 
THEITH PROFESSIONAL ACTIVITY, INTER ALIA, ACCESS 
TO SOURCES; 

-TO FACILITATE THE CREATION AND ACTIVITIES OF 
FOREIGN PRESS ASSOCIATIONS IN THEIR CAPITALS: 

- TO ENCOURAGE EFFORTS TOWARDS FURTHER DISSEMINATION 
OF THE FULL TEXT OF THE FINAL ACT, TO THE WIDES 
POSSIBLE PUBLIC, THROUGH INFORMATION MEDIAC 

IN ORDER TO IMPLEMENT FURTHER THE OBJECTIVES OF 
THE FINAL ACT IN THE FIELD OF INFORMATION, THE PARTI- 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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CIPATING STATES DECIDE TO CONVOKE A MEETING OF EXPERTS 
IN , STARTING ON 1979. 

THIS WILL PREPARE A CONVENTION ON THE WORKING 
CONDITIONS OF FOREIGN JOURNALISTS AND ELABORATE 
SPECIFIC MEASURES FOR THE WIDE DISSEMEINATION OF 
PRINTED INFORMATION, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE RELEVANT 
PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT AND ON THE BASIS OF PRO- 
POSALS MADE AT THE BELGRADE MEETING AS WELL AS PROPOSALS 
WHICH MIGHT BE MADE AT THE MEETING OF EXPERTS. 

6. CULTURE AND EDUCATION 

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
NOTED THAT THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PROVISIONS OF THE 
FINAL ACT RELATING TO CULTURE AND EDCUATION HAD 
POSITIVE EFFECTS ON THE DEVELOPMENT OF CO-OPERATION 
IN THESE FIELDS, AND ON THE DEEPENING OF MUTUAL 
UNDERSTANDING AND COFIDENCE. 

THEY ALSO NOTED THAT NUMEROUS POSSIBILITIES 
OFFERED BY THE FINAL ACT HAD NOT BEEN SUFFICIENTLY 
UTILIZED IN ENCOURAGING CO-OPERATION AND CONTACTS 
AMONG INSTITUTIONS. ORGANIZATIONS AND PERSONS ACTIVIE 
IN THESE FIELDS. THE PARTICIPATING STATES CONFIRMED 
THEIR RESOLVE TO ENCOURAGE AND, WHERE POSSIBLE. TO 
SUPPORT SUCH ACTIVITIES WITH A VIEW TO ACHIEVE A MORE 
DYNAMIC AND OVERALL UTILIZATION OF THESE POSSIBILITIES, 
THUS ENSURING A COMPREHENSIVE REALIZATION OF THE 
PROVISIONS AND OBJECTIVES SET FORTH IN THE FINAL ACT. 
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WITH THESE AIMS IN MIND, THE PARTICIPATING STATES 
AGREED ON THE FOLLOWING: 

CO-OPERATION AND EXCHANGES IN THE FIELD OF CULTURE 
-TO DECLARE THE YEAR 1980 AS THE "YEAR OF CULTURAL 
CO-OPEATION AMONG THE STATES PARTICIPATING IN 
THE CSCE", AND TO THIS END TO ENCOURAGE, AND 
WHEN POSSIBLE, TO SUPPORT UNILATERAL, BILATERAL 
AND MULTILATERAL MEASURES AIMED AT A MORE 
COMPREHENSIVE ACQUAINTANCE WITH THE CULTURE OF 
THE PARTICIPATING STATES. 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES WILL HAVE BILATERAL AND 
MULTILATERAL CONTACTS, INCLUDING CONTACTS 
WITHIN UNESCO, IN OREDER TO ENCOURAGE AND PREPARE 
SUCH MEASURE, THE ORGANIZATION OF A MEETING OF 
SPECILISTS IN THE FIELD OF CULTURE, AND A 
CLOSING ARTISTIC EVENT WHICH WILL BE HELD IN 
ON THEY WILL 

BE GUIDED BY THE RELEVANT PROPOALS AND IDEAS 
EXPRESSED AT THE BELGRADE MEETING: 

- TO ENCOURAGE THE WIDENING OF MUTUAL KNOWLEDGE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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AND UNDERSTANDING BY FACILITATING THE SUPPLY OF, 

AND ACCESS TO, BOOKS AND OTHER ARTISTIC WORKS BY 
AUTHORS FROM OTHER PARTICIPATING STATES, AS WELL 
AS BY IMPROVING THE EXCHANGE OF EXPERIENCE 
CONCERNING THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE RELEVANT 
PARTS OF THE FINAL ACT AND OF THEIR MUTUAL 
CULTURAL AGREEMENTS AND PROGREAMMES; 

- TO ENCOURAGE CO-OPERATION IN THE FIELD OF 
PRESERVATION AND PROTECTION OF CULTURAL 
HERITAGE, THE ORGANIZATION OF A SEMINAR ON THE 
RESTORATION OF HISTORICAL AND CULTURAL WORKS, 

THE HOLDING OF ARTISTIC EVENTS IN VARIOUS FIELDS, 

AN INTERNATIONAL SCULTPURE WORKSHOP OF YOUNG 
ARTISTS, AS WELL AS AN EXHIBITION OF ARCHI 
TECTURE AND TOWN PLANNING; 

-TO ENSURE THE SECURITY OF, AND ACCESS TO, 

CULTURAL AND OTHER EVENTS WHERE CITIZENS OF OTHER 
PARTICIPATING STATES ARE INVOLVED; 

CO-OPERATION AND EXCHANGES IN THE FIELD OF EDUCATION 
-THE MEETING OF EXPERTS ENVISAGED IN THE FINAL ACT 
IN ORDER TO PREPARE A "SCIENTIFIC FORUM" WILL 
TAKE PLACE IN BONN STARTING ON 20 JUNE 1978 (AND 
WILL BE CONDUCTED WITHKN THE FREAMEWORK OF THE 
FOLLOW-UP TO THE CONFERENCE AND OF ITS RULES OF 
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PROCEDURE). REPRESENTATIVES OF UNESCO AND THE 
ECE SHALL BE INVITED TO STATE THEIR VIEWS; 

- TO IMPROVE SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH CONCERNING THE 
PROBLEMS OF SECURITY AND CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE; 

TO IMPROVE ALSO POSSIBLITIES TO USE THE LISTS AND 
CATALOGUES OF OPEN ARCHIVAL DOCUMENTATION, AS 
WELL AS TO USE THE OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS OF THE CSCE; 

- TO ENCOURAGE THE TEACHING AND STUDY OF LESS 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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WDELY-SPREAD OR STUDIED LANGUAGES, AS WELL AS 
THE HOLDING OF SEMINARS ON THE TRANSLATION, 
PUBLICATION AND DISSEMINATION OF BOOKS, ESPECIALLY 
THOSE PRODUCED IN THESE LANGUAGES; 

- TO INTENSIFY THEIR EFFORTS TO SOLVE PROBLEM 
CONCERNING THE COMPARISON AND EQUIVALENCE BETWEEN 
ACADEMIC DEGREES AND DIPLOMAS. 


THE PARTICIPATING STATES WILL AMKE FURTHER EFFORTS 
WITHIN UNESCO, IN ORDER TO IMPLEMENT FULLY THE 
RELEVANT PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL ACT RESERVED TO THIS 
ORGANIZATION. 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES, PROMOTING THEIR CO- 
OPERATION IN THE FIELD OF CULTURE AND EDUCATION WILL, 

IN COMPLIANCE WITH THE RELEVANT PROVISIONS OF THE FINAL 
ACT, TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THE REQUIREMENTS OF NATIONAL 
MINORITIES AND REGIONAL CULTURES, AS WELL AS THE 
POSSIBILITIES OF THEIR CONTRIBUTION TO THE CO-OPEATION 
BETWEN THEM IN THIS FIELD.
